Strictly within the context of the invention as defined by previously presented 
claim 15 of said Amendment, while the inner strips and of the intermediate and corner 
perimeter strips are known in the art, the combination of inner strips and (intermediate 
and corner) perimeter strips as claimed is not anticipated in the prior art of record, nor is 
said combination found obvious over the prior art of record, with reference to Oyama et 
al (US 5,303,272) and Yoon et al (US 2003/0012329 A1) (patented as Yoon et al (US 
6,707,872), see IDS filed 6/9/09).
